However, in fairness to our teachers, 
and in view of the rising cost of living, they are entitled 
to their increased salaries the same as our farmers are 
entitled to higher prices for farm produce. While it is 
these higher costs which have certainly been a large fac-

'How To Pay 


For Education 


All the deficiencies of education 
in Alberta—-our disastrous teacher- 
shortage, primitive log school- 
houses, squalid teacherages, scanty 
libraries and the like—trace back to 
insufficient money devoted to edu- 
cation. We must set the facts down 
here, briefly and fairly. 

The province and the local boards 
of Alberta spend a total of about 
$14,000,000 on education. There has 
been a sharp advance during recent 
vears thus: 


Total spent on schools in-— 


1938 $ 9.695.778 
1940 10,554,672 
1942 10,914,749 
1944 12,623,518 
1945 13,973,672 


Of the $14.000.000 spent last vear. 
| about $3,650,000 were provided by 
ithe Provincial Government in 
|grants to schools. We must not 
|make the mistake of under-valuing 

the aid given by the Government to 
the struggling pioneer schools. In 
|some  instances—in many _ inst- 
| ances—these schools get as much as 
180 per cent of their support from 
the Province. Nor must we suppose 
that the Government has simply 
‘etalled while the educational crisis 
|has deenened. These fieures will 
show that Government grants have 
more than doubled since 1938: 
Government Grants to Schools— 


1938 $1,635,503 
1940 1.870.413 
1942 2.076.897 
1944 2.619.850 
1946 3.650.000 
Provincial schools grants have 
tended, during the past quarter- 


century. to be about 91% per cent of 
total provincial revenue, and that 
is about what they are now. During 
the same period some provinces 
have taken a bieger share of the 
educational load, while others have 
taven » smaller share, Alberta has 
followed a “middle of the road” 
noliey in this regard 

The local. ie. municinal. authori- 
ties have not increased their educa- 
fional sunnort in anything like the 
eame vronortion. Tn 1938 thev con- 
tributed S8ORN.275, and in 1944 
they hroucht the amount up to 810.- 
03.8668. That is only a 25 ner cent 
inerense compared with a 123 per 
cent inerense in government grants. 

Tt would be verv easy to jumn to 
the conelusion that the municina- 
litiee pre the villains of the tradedy 
ond should be called upon to mend 
their wavs. And it is quite true that 
many peonle who have two, three 
or four children in school, while 
they nav $35 or $40 a vear in school 
taxes, are getting off verv easily 
and could pay more without having 
lany grievance. If there were no 
lsuch thing as public education the 
| parents would be paying very fancy

prices indeed to have their children | 


,educated privately, and would be 
getting vastly poorer service. 

But there is one absolute block to 
real progress by way of greater local 
faxes, Theoretically, a municipality | 
can levy just about any kind of tax: 
but in practice they can't get away 
with it. The Dominion has certain 
tax fields, the Province has others; 
and some are in dispute between 
them. The municipalities are (with 
rare excentions) left with the one | 
tax, namely the Property Tax. Your | 
farm, my house and lot, the other 
fellow's corner store. are assessed 
at so many dollars value, and taxed | 
so many mills on the dollar. If we 
don't own real property we don't 
pay for the schools. If we lived in, 
normal times (but times haven't | 
been normal for the last thirty | 
years), TF we lived in normal times | 
we might say that the landlord gets 
his taxes from the renter and the 
farmer gets his taxes from the con- 
sumer: but we know that in denress- 
fon and war the landlord cannot 
control his rents. nor can the farm- 
er say what shall be the prices of 
his produce. Therefore it remains 
{true that the real-property owner 
(farmer or burgess) pays all the 
local school taxes and evervbody 
else gets off scot free. 

Now. education is the most 
universal of all services. Practically 
all the people on this continent can 
read and write thanks to public edu- 
,cation. Emplovers depend upon it to 
provide workers: we all depend on 
it to train the people who make our 
goods, take out our appendix. print 
our newspapers and in brief sur- 
round us with the amenities of civil- 
ization, What benefits us all should 
be paid for by us all--not bv the 
half which hapnvens to have its sav- 
ings tied up in land and buildings. 


Such is the argument of the muni- 
cipal taxpaver: he has a_ well-! 
vrounded sense of injustice and 
doesn't feel disposed to budge un- 
til that injustice is righted, We can't 
brush him off. either. because in 
general he is the backbone of our 
land—-the owner-farmer who pro- 
duces the bulk of our crops and 
keens his land clean beeause it's 
his: the town store proprietor who 
is there to stav: the citv wage and 
salary earner with a pride in his 
home. That is the sort of citizen 
who is saving todav: “Lav off the 
mill-rate. Let all the people pay for | 
the education of all the people.” 

We cannot deny the justice of his 
clamor. He is the sort of fellow 
who sees a movie three or four 
times a vear, blows the froth off a 
very occasional beer, buys no re 
cords. smokes an economical plug 
and drives an elderly car or none. 
His life, and his wife, exemplify

it is difficult to see why they should 
enjoy permanent immunity from 
the taxburdens imposed on pro- 
perty-owners for the maintenance 
of the schools. 

That, in brief. is why the provin- 
cial associations of municipal of- 
ficers are more and more insistent- 
lv demanding help from the Alberta 
which can and does 
{ax evervbody: and which receives 
large subsidies from the Dominion 
Government which also taxes every 
body. Between them these two sen- 
ior governments tax the consumers 
of liquor, tobacco, cosmetics, grama- 
phones, radios, jewelry, amuse- 
ments, automobiles, tires, and hun- 
dreds of things which are far less 
essential than the farmlands and 
homes of our people; and which 
are costing us manv times more 
than our starved educational | 
system today | 

During the past ten vears of | 
emergency we have not allowed | 
our judiciary to fall to pieces, nor | 
our police, nor our civil service, nor | 
our postal service, nor our railways, 
nor our parliaments. These have 
had behind them the broad — taxa- 
tion powers of our Dominion and 
Provincial Governments. Onlv edu- 
cation, and particularly rural edu- 
cation, has been allowed to deterio- 
rate towards the point of collapse. | 
The children have been allowed to 
take the rap. Surely a very coward- 
Iv and unworthy polieyv' 

How to pay for education? Tax 
the luxury spending of all the peo- 
ple through provincial channels and 
make the Provincial grants big 
enough to put up good schools and 
put teachers in those  school.—Al- 
berta Edueational Council

Proposal by the provincial gov- 
crnment to introduce a certain 
form of compulsory car insurance | 
in Alberta is being taken up by the 
Alberta Motor Association.

Then there are some who contend 
that Alberta has a financial respons- 
ibility law at the present time and 
that this gives considerable protec- 
tion to those involved in motor ac- 
cidents.
